their  classes  too.  Isn’t  there 
something  or  some  way  to  check 
such  dishonorable  and  unfair 
practice! 

On  more  than  one  occasion  I 
have  observed  “Y”  students — 
off  campus  to  be  sure — flag- 
rantly abusing  our  school’s  and 
church’s  standards  of  conduct-  I 
wish  I could  believe  they  were 
not  “Y”  students.
